Enthusiastic Reception Accord- 
ed Gift of Hibernian Ladies 
to Trinity College. 



SEVERAL POPULAR ADDRESSES MADE 



Nov. 10, 1905.— 



Washington, D. C 
The handsome gift of $10,000 to Trinity 
College was formally presented to Cardi- 
nal Oibbons by Mrs. Mary A. Quintj, 
National President of the Ladies' Aux- 
iliary of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians, on Wednesday of this week. The 
presentation was made in Trinity Col- 
lege hall and in the presence of many 
leading representatives of the American 
hierarchy. Trinity College is the first 
Catholic institution founded in this coun- 
try for the higher education of women. 
The Ladies' Auxiliary is living up to its 
principles in thus assisting so worthy an 
educational institution. Several hundred 
distinguished laymen and women filled 
the|»*ll and heard the addresses de- 
livered. Those on the platform were 
Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishops Farley, 
of New York; Archbishop Rysu. of Phil- 
adelphia; Archbishop Keane. of Dubuque; 
Bishop Foley, of Detroit; Bishop Maes, 
of Covington; Monsignor D. J. O'Con- 
nell, rector of the Catholic Iniversity of 
America; Rev. D. J. Stafford. Chaplain 
of the local Hibernians; Miss Sadie Fltz- 
patrick. President of the District Aux- 
iliary; Mrs. Mary A. Quinn, .National 
President of the Advisory Board of the 
Auxiliary; James O'Sullivan, Vice Pieii- 
dent of the National Hibernians; Senator 
Carter, of Montana; Gen. Thomas Vin- 
cent, of the Advisory Board of the col- 
lege P. T. Moran, District President of 
the Hibernians, and Partrick J. Haltigan, 
editor of the National Hibernian, 

Miss Sadie Fltzpatrick presented an 
introductory welcome for the District 
Auxiliary to the Hibernians. "It gives 
me pleasure to welcome you to take part 
in these exercises," she said. "We are 
here to take part in a laudable work— 
the presentation of a scholarship to this 
institution for the education of our 
women, the first scholarship of the kind 
to be given bv such an organization, 
which reprints .50,000 women through- 
out the United States." 

The Rev. Father Stafford, pastor of 
St. Patrick's church, also welcomed the 
visitors to Washington. In the absence 
of National President James E. Dolan, 
James O'Sullivan delivered a brief ad- 
dress on behalf of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians. He also read a letter from 
President Dolan, in whioh the latter ex- 
pressed the opinion that the American 
Catholic University should be made to 
stand in. the front rank of similar insti- 
tutions in this country. Archbishop 
Farley, of New York, made an address 
as National Chaplain of the Order of 
Hiberniana.. "Tbia is a function which 
appeals to my heart, for the order which 
makes it possible has always enlisted my 
sympathies. This occasion is an evi- 
dence that the world is beginning to take 
cognizance of Trinity College, and it is 
fitting that this fund should be given by 
this auxiliary, which has as its ideal the 

tions with the Hibernians during the last 
thirty years. He said that thirty years 
ago, when Chaplain of the Hibernians in 
Richmobd, and while editor of a paper 
there, he had defended the name of the 
Hibernians, saying that they were 
"splendid fellows." Later he was ap-

right," declared the rector. "The love 
of the Ancient Order of Hibernians has 
supported weak hearts at the Catholic 
University of America in certain hours of 
trouble." Of course "Monsignor O'Con- 
nell's words were applauded, but the ap- 
plause was mild when compared with 
the ovation given Mrs. Mary A. Quinn 
when she arose to present the $10,000 
check to bis Eminence Cardinal Gibbon.. 

Mrs. Quinn said that the auxiliary was 
formed twelve years ago for the uphold- 
ing of the best traditions of tre Irish 
race, so that in the home, where herdnty 
was, she might be enabled to withstand 
the attacks of disbelief. She said that at 
the general convention of the Lsdies' 
Auxiliary in Denver in 1902 the members 
had determined to show their interest in 
a practical way for the advancement of 
Catholic education, and that therefore a 
fund should be raiaed for a scholarship at 
Trinity College. 

Cardinal Gibbons' face was wreathed 
in smilea as he received the check ex- 
tended him by Mrs. Quiun. After the 
applause had died away his Eminence 
said : 1 'Old memories have been awakened 
by the addresses here. I remember that 
there was a time when there were asper- 
sions cast upon the faith of the Hiber- 
nians. I remember that such s sugges- 
.was made to jnejpd I said thst 
■ chutafl IbW be in dan- 



ger they would be ready to defend it. 
Such suggestions have now been done 
away with, once and for all. This is an 
Irish day and I feel like an Irishman. 
Whatever the cause that led to Irish ex- 
patriation, we must regard it as a provi- 
dential act that made us subservient to 
higher purposes. Whst would hsve be- 
come of the Catholic religion in the new 
world if it had not been for the faith of 
Irishmen and those of Irish descent? In 
the United States, Canada and Australia, 
in every hamlet, there are chuches which 
have been founded by them. In my own 
name and in the name of the Sisters I 
thank the Hibernian ladies from the 
bottom of my heart for this gift. Those 
who go out from this institution will not 
teach doctrines of divorce. They will 
be queens in the domestic kingdstn. 
They will adorn homes by their domestic 
virtues." 

The scholarship made possible by the 
fund will be given as the reward of a 
competitive examination. Those who 
took part in the musical programme, 
which consisted of vocal and instru- 
mental selections, were the Misses Sulli- 
van, Cassin, Holohan, Schofield, Kelly, 
Price, McGorrisk, Kennedy, Dsnsby, 
Murray and Myers. At the conclusion 
of the exercises a reception and tea were 
given to the visiting ladies by the stu- 
dents.

Behind the 
death of one is a tale of sisterly devotion 
that is sad yet beautiful. Miss Curran 
was literally a martyr to self-imposed 
duty.

Mackin Council, Y. M. I., of this city, 
is a society of this kind. It is a model 
of its class. It has literary men and it 
has social men, men of executive ability 
and men who lack it. But all are work- 
ing for the common good. Not tbe least 
of this society's mechanism by any 
means is the athletic or gymnasium class, 
with Louis J. Kieffer at its bead. 

Tbe doctrine of a sound mind in a 
sound body is centuries old. Time hss 
not proven any fallacy in this doctrine. 
On the contrary, each succeeding genera- 
tion brings forth tbe truth in a more 
eminent degree. 

Not many years ago children were 
crammed with book learning, while their 
physical and hygienic needs were ne- 
glected. A revolution resulted. It could 
not happen otherwise. A race of anae- 
mics was growing up. Fortunately 
Providence interfered and made the need 
of athletic instruction apparent. There 
is hardly a school now where athletics 
are not part of the course. But this 
training must not stop in the schools. 
Boys must not pitch athletics into the 
corner as they do their books on leaving 
school. They must continue them, carry 
them with them into the business and 
professional lives. 

With this idea in view the members of 
Mackin Council organized their gym- 
nasium class last March. They had pre- 
pared for it by erecting and equipping a 
gymnasium. Louis J. Kieffer, a trained 
athlete and an ardent member of the 
council, volunteered to act as instructor 
and without remuneration. He has been 
a member of Mackin Council during the 
past five years and for several years 
previous he had been a student of ath- 
letics under the direction of Prof. Wil- 
burt Gearhart, now of San Francisco, 
and later still under Prof. Frank Mc- 
Hugh. of the local Y. M. H. A. 

From its incipiency the Mackin gym- 
nasium class under Mr. Kieffer has been 
a success, and this class has been the 
means of attracting many new members 
to the order. Members of his class are 
showing up well in their athletic exer- 
cises and a number of them promise to 
become excellent stbletes in their favor- 
ite stunts. He is now organizing a basket 
ball league among tbe members of 
Mackin Council and as soon as he gets 
the lesgue in working order he will ac 
cept a challenge from the Y. M. H. A.» 
team. 

The gymnasium is on the lower floor 
of the club house, ">'Mt Twenty-sixth 
street, and is equipped with pulley 
weight machines, rowing machines 
vaulting buck, Indian clubs, dumb-bells, 
wanda and other calisthenic exercises. 
In tbe near feature the vaulting horse, 
horizontal and parallel bars will be 
added. The hall is large, well heated, 
lighted and ventilated. There are shower 
baths, lockers, dressing rooms and other 
up-to-date conveniences for the benefit 
of the young athletes. 

Physical Instructor Keiffer, while sn 
enthusiastic athlete, does not give all his 
time to it. He is regularly employed as 
a house salesman in tbe linen, glove and 
corset department of the J. M. Robinson- 
Norton Dry Goods Company, and is 
highly esteemed by his employers. 

His work with Mackin's gymnasium 
class is voluntary and without remunera- 
tion. The only office he ever held in the 
Council was as delegate to the last Grand 
Council. He made quite s hit on the 
floor of the convention st Newport, and 
many of the delegates favor electing him 
as next Grand President of the order. 

A grand tuchre will be given on 
Thanksgiving afternoon and evening at 
Mackin clnb bouse under the auspices of 
the gymnssium class. A beautiful gold 
watch will be given the young lady sell- 
ing the largest number of tickets. The 
proceeds will be devoted to further 
equipping the gymnasium.

In s letter to the Buffalo Catholic Union 
and Times Seumas MacManus writes: 

It wss not without compelling cause 
that County Kerry— our island's South- 
western cornerstone— was long ago 
named the Kingdom. Even in these 
republican days it can produce its king. 
For years past a returned Irish- American 
has been both lord high admiral of the 
Kerry bays and king also. He refused 
to pay rent fees or taxes to the British 
government, so he built his own house- 
boat and in it lives with his family, and 
cruises around tbe coasts, defying the 
landlord and the tax collector. Lately 
great attention was attracted to him 
by the publication of a sketch in the 
Dublin papers and photos of himself and 
his houseboat. He was, amongst otLer 
things, a member of the New York polict 
force. 

Kerry was a wonderful place always. 
In the penal days, when a paternal gov- 
ernment gave you five pounds for the 
head of a wolf, or the head of a school- 
master, or tbe head of a priest, indiffer- 
ently, the mountains of KerryJ harbored 
more and Setter schoolmasters than were 
to "be found in any other tract of the 
same extent in Ireland. Then it was, 
though edncation was banned by law, 
tbe poorest boys in Kerry often had a 
knowledge of the classics that would 
make boys of Harvard presently green 
with envy. Some one in the Irish 
papers was recently reminding us of the 
time when one Kerry man sold bis cow 
to another Kerry man in Greek. I have 
heard an intelligent old man, in the 
heart of our Donegal mountains, tell 
how his grandfather used to speak to 
him of a time when at a select dinner 
party amongst these mountains — the 
priest, the schoolmaster, and the more 
comfortable class of mountaineers being 
present— the conversation was carried on 
in Latin. 

The cultivation of the classics died out 
with the hesd schoolmaster of our Don- 
egal mountains. The cultivation of our 
own Irish language has now, of course, 
taken its place. Evidently the govern- 
ment intends that the revival of the 
Gaelic shall get a quick and great 
impetus, for already they are (indirectly) 
beginning to ban it. It may sound start- 
ling to Americans, snd even to Irish- 
Americans, to know tbat today there are 
here in Ireland men suffering in jail for 
using their own language; and other 
men having their goods seized snd sold 
in penalty for the same crime. It is 
now a crime fixed first by tbe ordinsry 
courts snd lster by tbe high courts to 
set down your nsme in tbe Irish lan- 
guage on your cart. Tbe first man to go 
to jail for this was Mac S*onin of Ros- 
common, who wss taken to Sligo jail. 
Alderman Cole, of Dublin, was tbe first 
man to have his goods distrained and 
sold by auction for the same mortal 
offense. 

The Gselic revival is not the only 
thing thst is presently supplying much- 
needed lodgers for the big, empty jsils of 
Ireland. The snti-recruitiug campaign, 
which has been gradually growing for 
tbe last half-dozen years, is coming to s 
climax and supplying its quots of host- 
age" to English justice. No week pa 
now in which there sre not one or more 
arrests of persons fonud advising their 
countrymen not to enlist In the British 
army. The Government had to I 
firm steps here. Tbe Irish soldier wss, 
of course, the backbone of the British 
army. The Irish regiments were the only 
ones to be depended upon st the critical 
moment of battle. The Irish enlistment 
was, in sympathy with the new feeling 
spread abroad in Ireland, completely 
falling off, and Irish boys could no longer 
be either coaxed or coerced into the 
ranks of the redcoat. Things were be- 
coming so serious tbat the Government 
felt compelled to step down ar.d fight 
the anti-recruiting movement. Hence the 
arrests, which have now become frequent. 
As has slwsys been the esse, however, in 
tbe history of Ireland, the movement has 
thereby got a great impetns, and for the 
one Irish boy who, before that, spresd 
the anti-recruiting literature, there are a 
hundred ardently engaged in it now. 

At s Iste hour on Saturday night, or 
sn esrly hour on Sunday morning s week 
ago, no less thsn 50,000 anti-recruiting 
notices were posted over Dublin snd so 
expeditiously snd well was the work 
done thst only two boys (out of the host 
thst must hsve been engaged) were 
caught in the act and lodged in Dublin 
jail. At sn esrly hour on Snndsy all 
Dublin, as well those who might never 
hsve seen the posters as those who would 
have seen, them were attracted to tbe 
literature by the sight of an army of police 
hurrying, scurrying over the city snd 
making frantic efforts to tesr down the 
posters from deed wsll snd door, lamp 



post and telegraph pole. Some fun- 
loving boys hsd spieled to the tops of 
very high poles snd there posted the 
notices. In the sequel Dublin for one 
Sundsy got infinite amusement wstching 
240-pound policemen spend the morning 
spieling the tall poles snd taking off the 
posters from the tops. Of course the 
swsltowa were the only living things 
thst these elevsted posters uttered sedi 
tion to, but the lew evidently considered 
thst it would not do to hsve seen the 
swallows of Ireland learn the shame and 
the peril of joining tbe forces of England.

TRUE EDUCATION. 

Right minded men and women 
are interested in true education 
The desire for knowledge is 
istinct in the human breast 
rough every age men have 
vea and made sacrifice in their 
thirst for knowledge. But the 
question is: "What is true edu- 
cation?" This was ably answered 
by that learned Jesuit, the Rev. 
Father O'Brien, S. J., in an address 
delivered before a convention of 
educators in New York. God, 
deolared Father Pardow, is the only 
teacher. Among other things he 
says: 

"We have heard a good deal 
lately in military circles of the 
'man behind the gun.' Generals 
of armies insist again and again on 
the all-important fact that rapid- 
firing cannon and all the other 
improvements in the fine 
killing our fellow-beings will 
of little avail in sustaining the 
glory of a nation's flag unless the 
men who wield the weapons are 
what tbev ought to be. Education- 
ists of every hue are accentuating 
more and more the necessity of 
a somewhat similar principle in the 
less gory tactics of the mind. 'Of 
what ose is it ?' asked, not long 
ago, the President of a famous non- 
Catholic college, 'of what use is it 
tto instruct our boys and girls in 
He art of reading, if their desire to 
id seldom or never gets beyond 
se sensational accounts of crime, 
G»r the worse thaa trashy novel?' 
[He was evidently insisting on the 
lan or woman behind the book.

more valuable than life itself, and 
by obscene literature, to lower the 
morality of an entire nation. Evi- 
dently we need a true man behind 
the pen, and a true man behind 
the printed page, if instruction in 
reading or writing is to be a bless- 
ing instead of a curse. 

"Now if we are really to educate 
the man, we must impart to him a 
clear, definite and full knowl- 
edge of his immortal destiny. 
Without this knowledge it is 
impossible for a human being to 
develop along right lines, as it is 
impossible for a pilot to guide his 
vessel successfully to its destination 
without knowing the location of 
the port whither he is to tend, or 
without possessing the ability to 
read aright the mariner's compass 
by his side. Nor will mere natural 
ethics be a sufficient guide, for 
since the incarnation of the Son 
of God we can fully know man's 
eternal destiny and the means of 
reaching it only by listening to the 
teaching of Christ. The literature 
of Greece and of Rome will not do 
the work. We are no longer 
pagans, though the age does indeed 
seem to be drifting back to pagan- 
ism. 

"I know nothing but Jesus Christ 
and Him crucified,' exclaimed the 
great apostle of the nations. 'Thja 
is eternal life,' proclaimed the 
great Educator, 'to know Thee, 
the one true God, and Him whom 
thou hast sent, Christ Jesus.' 
When the Catholic church hands 
on what Christ taught, she is not 
teaching in her own name. She 
calls no man teachet , for One only 
is her teaiher, God."
